Addition to quarantine regulations — Special regulations relating to naval 



Treasury Department, 
Office of the Supervising Surgeon General, 

Marine-Hospital Service, 
Washington, D. C, March 81, 1898. 

To officers of the Treasury Department, State and local 

quarantine officers, consular officers, and others concerned : 

The following additions to the quarantine regulations, to be observed 
at ports of the United States, are hereby promulgated : 

Article XIII. 

1. Such communication may be allowed with vessels of the United 
States Navy as the certificate of the medical officer of said vessel shows 
will not be liable to convey infection. 

2. The certificates of the medical officers of the United States Navy 
that the United States Quarantine Regulations have been complied with 
may be accepted for naval vessels. 

3. Vessels of the United States Navy, having entered the harbors of 
ports infected with yellow fever, and having held no communication 
which is liable to convey infection to the vessel or her crew, may be 
exempted from the quarantine restrictions imposed on merchant vessels 
from such ports.
